HE great problem of the legislator .of today" Is to determine 


the plane of natural cleavage between individual and state 


function. We must not confuse these terms with private and 
public concern. Altho all human activities are either a matter 
»f private or public concern, and are also either "an individual or 
state function, the dividing lines do not coincide. Indeed, in 
this complex era there remains not even the simplest and most 
primitive activity which-is entirely a matter of private concern; 
yet few human activities have become so vital:to the all-of-us 
as to be regularly constituted a state-function. We must re- 
member that in a discussion of. this sort there are always two 
classifications; that of things-as-they-are, and that of things-as- 
•they-should-be. 
' • - " . " ' . . 


To classify human activities according to their legalized 


status is relatively simple, but to classify them according to 
their nature—the way they should be—depends not only upon 
the concept of the classifier but upon the date of the classifica- 
tion. Wrth such headlong rush is civilization; advancing from 
crude, individualistic simplicity to organized efficiency that the 
perfectly valid classification of today may be obsolete tomorrow. 
The sending of communications, among a people sufficiently 
primitive, may be entirely a matter of private concern, because 
it concerns so few,, and thun infrequently., 
With advancing 


civilization it comes to concern many, and them frequently, 
which constitutes a definition of public-concern. 
Later, the 


need of a regular and efficient means of communication becomes

The need for state-insurance is extreme. In all the vast 


category of things-that-ought-to-be 'nothing is so urgent; yet 
nothing:ls so little urged. A complete system of social insur- 
ance would go far toward achieving an equitable distribution 
of Ihe products of labor. It would achieve a leveling-up,;in sharp 
distinction from the' leyeling-down v/hich the stand-patters so 
bemoan: It is just that thegreat human family should carry its 
weak and unfortunate^hiembers, sustain -them in adversity hon- 
orably and regularly, and not abandon them to the terrors of 
privation nor the emasculation of charity. We urge this matter 
upon, the attention ofour; legislature. Unless some-one is pre- 
pared to offer a well thought-out scheme, covering the whole 
subject; then.let us have a jbmt commission of the house and 
senate; let us appropriate an ample fund for their expenses, and 
instruct Ihem to not,only investigate but to report a bill em- 
bodying their conclusions to the'ieit session.
